Schocl Military Training to be Intonsifiel 
Vice--Minister cf War, KIMURA's Announcement? 


In reply to the question asked by Mr. NAKAGAWA, Hircshi (/an MP, 
for/ Toaragi/ Prefecture/) in a meeting of the Military Service Law 
Revision Committee ef the Heuse of Representativos held on the morning 
of the 17th - "Is not the military training enforced nt present in 
the middle-craie schools excessive?" Vice-Minister of War KINURA 
announcod the Army's plan to intensify the echocl military training 
in orier to meet the jdemenis of the present crisis as follows! ~ 


"Military training io now being carricd on in middlo-grade 
schools in accordance with the cutlined program of instruction 
which was discussed and decided uron by the Educaticn and War 
Devartments. In the lover classes, sp»cial importance is 
attuchei to the cultivation of basic military physical strength, 
while in tho uppor classes, basic military training ia givon 
for the first time. In the meantime stronuous efforts are being 
made for the raising of the physical standard, and special 
ettontion 4s being paid to making healthy and strong soldiers 
of all toys. School military tronining, I believe, is at present 
contributing a great deal to the building of ch racter and tho 
cultivation of vhysical strength. 


"In view of the special importance of the cducation of 
rosorvo efficer caniidetos in tho Army in the present decisive 
wer, much is oxpectod from the promotion of school military 
training, which has never been s0 importnnt as today. In the 
present situetion where almost all boys enter into military 
earvice as s°on as thoy finish tho courses in their schools, an 
unorecedented improvement /of the said trainine/ is necessary 
to give the bors all preparatory training that fits then for actual 
eunditions. The tim: spert for this purpose at present, however, 
is tho minimum for the training of those who will be officers of 
the Imperial Army, therefore the presont amount of time is far 
from sufficient. We firmly beldsve not only that what is taught 
in military training has to be implanted in the whole lifo of the 
toys but aleo that if thoro is any spare time in which the boys 
are treined in such matters which havo no direct connection with 
war as gymrastics, foncing or judo given in oxtra hours, then 
thot time must be mado use of for the improvement of physical 
strongth, morele and combat training which are diroctly naccssary 
for fightins."

The Japanese government, as has been made clear in repeated 
statements this yesr, uss constantly leoked forward to the comple te 
military ennihiletion of the énti-Japanese Kuominting Government, 
and will strive for the esiablishoent of a new order in Fast Asia 
in colleboration with ell intelligent people inChina who shere cur: , 
feelings. In all reyions of Chine todoy, the waves of regenerative 
eéraour ere rising high, end people er: teing inspired by the growing 
feeling; for construction, The Government, herewith, wishes to explain, 
for home and foreign sonsumption, our fundanentel policy in the adjust- 
ment of relations with the regenerated new China, and thereby, give a 
complete exposition of tne true intentions of the Fmpire, 


The three nations, Japan, Menchuria. and China, shall unite with 
the comnon aim of constructing a new order in Fast 4sia, and shall 
put into mtual practice the good ncighbor policy, the united anti- 
comintern front, and the economic coalition, for this purpose, it will 
be necessary for China first of all to liquidate her old, narrow-minded 
iceas and stop «ll this énti~Japanese nonsense and her obstinate at- 
titude towera Manchurie. In other words, Japan frankly demands that 
China will carry on complete relations with Vanchuria of its own accord, 


Now, &8 the influence of the Comintern ie not allowed to exist 
in the Fast-ssie sphere, Jepan deems it an essentiel fector in the 
adjustment of Sino -Jepenese relations, to conclude a Sinc-Japane se 
Anti-Comintern Pact in conformity with the spirit of the J&pan+yGermany-~ 
Itely snti-Comintern pact, Therefore, in view of the ectual condition 
presently existing in China, we shall demand recognition of our sta- 
tioning Japanese troops ior anti-Comintern defence in specially desig- 
bated areas, and designation of the Inner Mongolia rewions as a 
SpeCial enti-Comintern area, for the aquration of the said pact, in 
order to fully guereantee our sims for defence against this menace. 


Concerning Sino-Japanese economic relations, Japan hes no inten- 
tiom whatever of monopolizing the economy of China; and we shall not 
demand China to restrict the interests of eny friendly third power 
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which understands The New Fast Asie and is ready to act accordingly. 
We shell only strive to carry out Sino-Japanese coalition and col- 
laboration, sccordinuly, the principle of equélity between China 
and Japan, China shell recognize the freedom of Japanese nationals 
to reside and trade in the interior of China, thus promoting the 
economic interests of both eoples, Furthermore, in view of the 
historic and economic relations between the to countries, we shell 
Gemand China to afford Jepen definite facilities for the deve lopment 
énd utilization of her natural resources, especially in North China 
and Inner Mongolie, 


d4bove is the general outline of Japen's demands on China. If 
Jepen's true intentions in the movement of e ereat army are thorough- 
ly underetood, it will be evident tiist shat Jépan Cemands of China 
aces not consist of territories, or reparations for var expenditure, 
what Japan really demands of China is just the minimum security 
which she needs to execute her function es perticipetor in the cone 
struction of a new order, Jepen will not only respect the soverignty 
of Chine, but voluntarily abolish the extra-territorial rights needed 
to complete the independcnce of China, and will not be averse to giving 
positive consideration to returning the concessions to Chine, 
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
